IT LOOKS SLIGHTLY SNIFFY 


The way the players move and kick the ball is a bit slow and rigid, and like FIFA, 
you never feel totally in control over what is going on. The stadiums have been 
excellently recreated though, and you'll easily spot the more famous landmarks 
from around Europe, like the soon to be demolished Wembley and the San Siro 


in Milan. The real flaw lies within the 
in-game cameras. You can tell that 
TIF's visuals don't match up to those of 
FIFA, because you never get in close 
enough to see the players properly. 
You can't ever zoom right in unless 
you use the replay mode and when 
you do, you see why. The players in TIF 
look deformed, to put it mildly. Their 
heads don't actually look like they're 
attached to their necks, just kind of 
stuck on with a toothpick. Oh dear.

W hen Music first arrived last 
year, it was voted as the 
Playstation's most exciting and 
original game.

Music 2000 has a number of new bits included as well as major tweaks to existing stuff. The 
way you lay out samples and riffs has been seriously simplified, the quality of graphics 
available to you when making your own video has been expanded enormously and there's 
the new mega-addictive Music Jam mode. 

But the most significant change Music 2000 has for future dance music heroes is that 
you can record your own sounds, such as drum loops, vocals, effects or whatever, from a 
CD. These can be trimmed and added to your own track. There's 15 seconds sampling time, 
and this could see a new breed of producers rising up the ranks with big underground 
credentials. But it's a shame you can't record from other external sources.

The characters give the whole game the feeling of 
being a cartoony beat'em up rather than a racer. Hip 
hop fiend Beatbox is good for close up attacks, while 
the creepy Mesme (above) is much better at long 
distance attacks by using her psychic powers to knock 
people backwards. The handling's totally different for 
each one too: Mesme's pretty whizzy, so unless you're 
a hardcore Micro Maniacs maniac you'll all too often 
watch helplessly as Mesme emits a high-pitched 
shriek and plunges to her death off the edge of some 
bit of furniture.

Rally Masters boasts 28 of the world's top rally drivers and 17 of the best 
world rally cars. Through each championship, your driver will race in 
various different cars, so you won't be able to sit back and relax once 
you've mastered one motor.

On each rally, it'll get more difficult 
stage by stage, so's you can get used to driving 
on the terrain by the time you face the ultra-hard 
later stages. It's in the same tradition as the first 
Colin McRae game, so expect fine-tuned courses 


that are a dream to race. 

If you start clipping walls with the end of your 
Ford Focus in Colin McRae 2, you'll know about 
it. First the spoiler will hang off limply, then it'll 
fall off. Hit it again and the boot will dangle 
open. Hit it again, the boot falls clean off. Then 
the bumper goes. CMR2 has the most detailed 
car damage system ever, and it really affects 
how your motor drives.
